1 . Claims 1 - 1 6 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: The 
amendment filed on May 30, 2003 overcomes the prior rejections under 35 USC 1 12, in that one 
of ordinary skill would imderstand the scope of the invention as claimed, in light of the 
specification.
